ers are controlled by weather, but 
many merchants do not utilize wea- 
ther in their sales and consequently 
do not draw the full sales possibi- 
lities from their stores," Prof. Harry 
B. Kitson, in charge of the business 
psychology at 
Indiana 
University, 


said ioday in an interview with the 
United Press. "It has generally been 
agreed that retail, sales ore affected 
by the weather, but there has been 
little definite measurement of the 
fact. 


"Records of sales of a department 


store during the month of April last 
year were made available for me and 
in addition the comparative weather 
report, so that an investigation I 
conducted brought some unusual re- 
sults along this line. It was found 
,that a heavy rain at night followed 
1>y a clear day results in stimulated 
retail sales, while a shower during 
business hours 
retarded the shop- 


pers. 


"Pleasant temperature in 
April 


brought increased sales while a sim- 
ilar day in the midst of summer did 
not have the same effect upon sales. 
Sales several percent above the av- 
erage were recorded when the spring 
showers had a precipitation of .05 
but when, the precipitation increased 
to .3 of an inch then sales slumped 
a high percent. 


"It is conceivable that by studying 


weather predictions in advance the 
merchant may likewise guage his 
sales in advance. 
Then he can by 


applying this method 
arrange 
his 


stocks, 
personnel and advertising 


so as to 
take 
advantage of the 


weather conditions."
